to 


Avoid the 'i hreatened BpidanuoT 


The elate board ot health has issued 


the following in regard to the threat- 
ened spread ot small pox in this country, 
and it would ba well for the local boards 
to take up the matter and urge people to 
vaccinate: 


Illinois has been thus far singularly 


fortunate in escaping any epidemic out- 
break ot small pox, notwithstandi ig the 
frequent and fatal occurrences at the 
disease in surrounding oomrnonwoalths. 
Outside of Oook county there hava been 
only a few isolated cases during tl e past 
ten years. This remarkable immunity 
can only be attributed to the gene -al enj 
foroement of vaccination in the state aa a 
result of the eevare epidemic of H81-83. 


Indications, however, are now multi- 


plying which point to a general epidem'o 
spread cf the disease throughout the 
whole country as cold 
westh>r ap- 


proaohsa. Introductions of the coi tsgion 
will thus grow more frequent and, sooner 
or Inter, ure likely to find any unprotected 
community and there establish m out- 
break. 


The state board ot health urges upon 


you the necessity of preparation whil* 
there is yet time—during the remaining 
weeks of pie isant autumn weather. Vac- 
cination of all those unprotected md re- 
vaccination of all those not vac unatod. 
within the past few years should be se- 
cured without delay,

The will of the majority was with 


them, and it had been with them all the time. 
The senator from New York (Mr. Hill) had de- 
clared over and over again that he was a bl- 
metalllst, nnd was for the use of both gold and 
Silver as money. That w»s the senator's will, 
but it was thwarted by a London combination 
with tho administration. There were many 
senator's who could still aay they were bi- 
metalllsta and wanted free 
coinage, and 


that would 
be their will It it was not 


overcome by the 
money power and by 


the administration. The gold power and tho 
"cohesive power of publij plunder" were at 
the bottom of the whole trouble.

Both Conductor and Engineer Trying to 


Shift the Responsibility. 


BATTLE CHECK, Mich., Oct. 21.— 


Twenty-six heaps of charred, black- 
ened flesh, all that remains, of what 
but now were men, women, and chil- 
dren in the enjoyment of ]ifc, health 
and happiness, rest upon the floor in 
an improvised morgue in the basement 
of a furniture store in this city. A 
mile away in the city hospital ire a 
score or more of human beings with 
gashed bodies and broken limbs. Add 
to this an engineer in jail and a con- 
ductor a fugitive from the 1 iw, ami the 
story is tohl, in brief, of the latest of 
railroad horrors, and one of the moat 
appalling in its character of this or re- 
:cnt yei'rs. 


Direct disobedience of orders on the 


part of a Chicago & Grand Trunk eu- 


ineer and conductor, both of whom 
lad seen long service with the com- 
niny and were regarded as model cm- 
jloyes, was the cause of the tragedy. 
\. Raymond and Yv'hitcorab special 
,rain of eight palace cars, filled with 
:astern folk who had been taking in 
the sights of the World's f.iir, left the 
Sixtieth-Street depot of the road at 
Chicago at 8:15, as the first section of 
;he night express, known as No. 0. 
The train was in charge of Engineer 
iienry Wooley and Coaductor Hurt N. 
Scott, both residents of this place. 
All went well until the Battle Creek 
depot was reached. This was at 3:37. 
From here to the railroad yards, a dis- 
;ance of .1 mile and a half, there is a 
double track. 


When the Whitoomb special came to 


a full stop in the depot, the night oper- 
ator handed to Conductor Scott two 
copies of an order for the train to pro- 
ceed to the double track east of the 
station half a, mile distuut, and there 
await the passage of the west-bound 
Pacific express, known as No. 0. This 
train, which was nearly three hours 
late, was composed of nine day coaches 
anil two baggage cars. Most of the 
coaches had seen many year.? service 
and were in poor condition to stand a 
collision. Every car was packed with 
eastern people the majority of whom, 
taking advantage of the low rates 
were on their way to take in the last 
week of the exposition. 


The Pacific express was In charge of 


Engineer Gil Cranshaw and Conductor 
John Bird, both of whom had received 
orders at Lansing to look out for the 
west-bound train on the double track, 
and were accordingly on the alert. 
After receiving his orders at the Bat- 
tle Creek station, Engineer Woolcy 
proceeded up the double track, but in- 
stead of stopping, as were his instruc- 
tions until the west-bound express had 
passed, he continued on and entered 
the main single track. He had hardly 
gone more than an eighth of a mile 
when the headlight of the Pacific ex- 
press was seen coming around the 
slight curve behind the telegraph of- 
fice of the railroad yards. It was 
speeding westward at a rate of fully 
forty miles an hour. 


There was no time to apply air 


brakes or reverse levers 
The engi- 


neers and firemen of ,both trains jumped 
for their lives, and a second later the 
giant locomotives came together With 
a crash that could be heard a half mile 
away. With fearful force the engine 
of the special plowed nearly half way 
into that of the express, driving it 
backwards into^the baggage cars, and 
the latter in turn into the day coaches 
behind. The shock was so terrific that 
the first four of these were completely 
telescoped, the first coach 
cutting 


through the second, and the second 
into the third like a flash of lightning, 
the roof of each passing over the heads 
of the sleeping passengers, and sweep 
ing them in amass to the north end ot 
the cars. 


To add to the horror the wreck took 


fire from the stoves or l:vmps, and as 
tbe flames mounted up, the groans and 
Btrieks of the maimed and injured 
were 
succeeded 
by 
heartrending, 


agonizing cries and appeals for help 
from the score of victims imprisoned 
by the heavy timbers or held down by 
the seats and frame work. The trav- 
elers on the special, nearly all of whom 
hnd been shaken out of their berths by 
the shock, poured out of the cars, but 
before the fury of the flames they were 
almost powerless to render any assist' 
ance except to the injured in the 
fourth car. 


At the moment of the crash Henry 


Canfield, one of the night clerks in the 
Grand Trunk office, a short distance 
away, pulled the fire-alarm box and 


also telephoned to the engine house 
for aid. As ill-fortune woxild have it, 
however, the key to the tower was 
mislaid, and several minutes were lost 
before the alarm bell was sounded to 
awaken the citizens. The fire depart- 
ment was prompt in responding, but 
the nearest hydrant was nearly 2,000 
feet away, and when a line of hose was 
laid the pressure was not sufficient to 
throw a stream. Finally a stream was 
secured from another hydrant, the fire- 
men meanwhile attacking the blazing 
wreck with axes, hatchets, and lengths 
of rails found in the yard; but by the 
time that a supply of water was availa- 
ble the telescoped coaches had been re- 
duced to fragments of charred timber, 
little more than the trucks remaining. 


The firemen then commenced the 


grewsome work of recovering what 
remained of the victims, the police 
taking charge of the valuables and 
keeping the crowd at a distance. 


In response to the alarm from the 


fire station pvetty nearly the entire 
town hud turned out, and the leading 
residents, assisted by their wives, de- 
voted themselves to the relief of those 
injured in the foui th car. These were 
placed in bugjj'os and ca.-s and taken 
to the Nichols' liou'su, win re a corps of 
physicians and nurses «ere in waiting 
to minister to their sufferings. 


The fir-t body was found about 7 


o'clock, and a few minutes later a 
dozen were discovered in a heap around 
the stove in the second car. The task 
continued until twenty bodies or por- 
tions of human beings had been brought 
out of the debris. 


For want of a sufficient number of 


stretchers, boards were nailed together, 
and a freight car standing on the side- 
track was converted into a temporary 
morgue. 


As the night, went on portions of 


satchels and valises, pockets, several 
gold and silver watches, pocketbooks 
containing cuircncy and a quantity of 
silver money, were brought to light 
and turned over to the officers 


When a second search of the debris 


was made and it i\ as certain that no 
bodies reamiued the freight car was 
backed down to the city depot, the 
charred remains transferred to in un- 
dertaker's; a wrecking crew set to 
work, the debris again sorted and 
afterwards burnt, and there is nothing 
in the railroad yards but a heap of 
ashes to tell the story of one of the 
most awful holocausts in the history 
of the railroad. 


Not until their dying day will some 


of the citizens who were early on the 
ground forget the scene that they were 
compeled to witness and helpless to 
relieve. 


No pen can describe the last mo- 


ments of Mrs. Charles Van Dusen. She 
had succeeded in getting herself out of 
the window, but her limbs were pin- 
ioned by the heavy framework of the 
seat she had been occupying with her 
husband. Thus held, roasting and 
burning from the feet up, she pleaded 
and begged for the help that those out- 
side were powerless to give. 
Despite 


her terrible agony she retained con- 
sciousness to the last, and as the flames 
crept up and surrounded her she called 
out her name and that of friends to be 
notified. 
"lam a teacher in the Methodist 


Sunday-school at Sprout Brook, N. 
Y.," she cried. "Say I die like n Chris- 
tian." 


Then the side of the car gave way 


and she fell back into the flames. 


Her husband had meanwhile been 


rescued from the next car into which 
he had been driven by the force of the 
collision. lioth limbs were fractured 
and he had also received internal in- 
juries. He retained consciousness un- 
til his death, but was kept in igno- 
rance of the fate of his wife. In his 
last breath he askod Rev. George B. 
Kulp to send his love to his two chil- 
dren that he had left at home and also 
to give them his watch. He was 47 
years old and a deacon in the Metho- 
dist church of his native village.

W. W. Henry to friends in Chicago, 
and in which was a round-trip ticket 
from Boston to Chicago; bank book 
120,241, [Manhattan bank, New York, 
in the name of Harry J. Archbell; bun- 
dle of personal articles with card of 
Henry Oppcrman, passenger agent, 84 
Broadway, New York; letter addressed 
to Guion Roberts, 09 Nashua street, 
New York; bundle with letter ad- 
dressed to James G Worthman, 431 
East Eightieth street, New York. 


That Win. Lewis Wilson, of Evans- 


ton, 111., is one of the victims is evi- 
dent from the contents of a valise that 
escaped tbe flames. A large number 
of engraved cards, together with a 
number of cards marked Mrs. L. B. 
Hayes, enclosed in a box, showing 
that they had been printed by Geo. 
Mair, of Evanston. 


Other articles found included a chain

& Son. 
Enslneer Wooiey's Statement. 


After the wreck Engineer Wooley of 


the special train remained upon the 
spot and vie,ved the horror that had 
been caused by his neglect of orders. 


After the last of Hie injured Una 


been taken away he went to hia home. 
Warrants were sworn out by Prosecufr 
ing Attorney Clark, charging Wooley 
and 
Conductor Scott 
with 
man- 


slaughter. A search by Deputy Sher- 
iff King developed the fact thai 6eott 
had skipped to Port Huron, and a tele- 
gram was sent to the police officers at 
that 
place 
requesting his arrest, 


Wooley was found at his home by 
Sheriff King and taken before Justice 
Henry, who set the preliminary hear- 
ing for Monday and fixed the ball at 
$3,000. 
After this had been done, 


Wooley, who was on the verge of pros- 
tration, physically and mentally, asked 
permission to malte a statement which 
the justice reduced to writing: 


"When my engine was coupled on to

out for the board at Bellvup.' 


"I got upon ray seat and started the 
ngine. I did not pass any switch en- 
gine, as has been reported, on the dou- 
ble track. 


"After I got into the yards I saw a 


headlight. Thought at first that it 
was the switch engine, but in a mo- 
ment I saw that she was coming too 
fast. I shut the throttle and reversed 
my engine. My train came to a stop 
and was standing still when No. 9 
struck my engine. 


I went to get off, but before I could 


do so I was thrown against the tank 
and my side was hurt. I asked my 
fireman after the wreck if he remem- 
bered what Scott said to me. He said 
he did. He told me that No. 8 had 
gone tl.rough. I saw Scott after the 
wreck. 
lie was much excited. 
I 


asked him in regard to the order again. 
He inn tiered out something and said 
he thought that No. 9 had gone. My 
side has been very sore all day. I 
have been lying down all day and not 
able to come out." 
A Grewsome Task. 


It was a grewsomc task upon which 


General Secretary Ben F. Berryman of 
the local Young Men's Christian asso- 
ciation was engaged for several hours 
to-night. He had been requested by 
Coioner Gillette to examine the scoro 
and 
more

with a view of bringing to light 
something 
that

identification of each. 
Upon 


a sheet of canvas stretched upon 
the floor at the far end of the 
basement in Ranger & Farley's furni- 
ture and undertaking establishment, 
the blackened bodies and the trunks, 
some minus legs and some arms and 
head, were laid in a double row. A 
Chinese curtain that shut off the rest 
of the basement and a couple of oil 
lamps that sent a funeral glare over 
the extemporized morgue seemed to in- 
vest the surroundings with additional 
horrors. 
As one sheet/ after another 


•was drawn away and that which was 
beneath exposed to view, more thanono 
grey-headed veteran who had seen 
death in its worst form on the battle- 
field and elsewhere was forced to turn 
away. There were but two ot the 
twenty-five bodies that were possible 
of identification even by the most inti- 
mate friends of the victims. Those 
were men, both charred from head to 
foot, but with the lineaments of the 
features preserved to a sufficient de- 
gree to admitof their being recognized. 
Tears came into the eyes of the by- 
standers and one father in his sym- 
pathy fled from the place with a groan 
as the form of a little boy was lifted 
and placed on the table. 


The collision had evidently found 


him doubled up on thu scat sound 
asleep, for his little arms and legs 
were drawn up Band death had made 
them so rigid that even the undertak- 
er's assistants, accustomed as they 
were to the task, could not straighten 
them out. The little hands, clinched 
tight in death, were charred.to the bone, 
the feet were as black as the boots that 
had protected them, and the little toes 
had fed the flames. But when the 
clothes about the trunk and the knee 
pants had boen ripped off the flesh be- 
neath, soft and white as that of a new- 
ly-born babe, was revealed in hideous 
contrast to the rest of the body. Only 
the fragments of clothing that were 
saved and the fringe of red hair about 
the base of the skull will serve to ren- 
der the identificatin of the child possi- 
ble. 


Of another victim, apparently a well- 


built man, there was nothing but the 
trunk burnt through and through and 
from which the entrails protruded. 


The sex of four bodies could not bo 


even conjectured until a medical man 
had been called in to give his opinion- 
One body lacked ft limb, another an 
arm, eyes had been gouged from sock- 
ets and noses had been licked off by 
flames. 


Two bodies might 'have been taken 


for stumps of trees, for all evidence 
that remained that they were human 
beings but a few hours before. 


Telegrams were received last night 


from C. G. Vt.n. Dusea, of Fort Plains, 
N. Y-, asking that the bodies of the 
two victims of that name be cared for 
pending further advices. 


Another dispatch from F. D. Shel- 


den, 
of Woonsoket, R. I., requested 


that the remains of W. W. Henry be 
held until to-day. Still later L. R. Ma- 
goon, of Providence, R. I., sent a dis- 
patch, saying: "What is condition of 
remains of E. J. Magoon. Please care 
for them. Will wire again." 


The body of Van Duscn was placed 


in the vault of the undertaking estab- 
lishment but a few feet away from the 
unrecognizable body of his wife. 


Those of the victims that are n<n 


recognized by Monday will be placed 
in the vault of the Oak Hill ceme *ryi 
where they will remain until every ef- 
fort to fix their identity has failed
